STORAGE BATTERIES. 


••r Telegraphing They Are Cheaper 


Require ]>« Room. 


From one point of view it may be 


regarded as remarkable that the tel- 
egraph companies, by far the most 
conservative of eleotrical organiza- 
tions, should lead in the use of the 
storage battery. 
Their conserva- 


tism, however, is a matter of neces- 
sity rather than one of choice or vo- 
lition, for it is essential in the prop- 
er conduct of tbeir business that the 
source of the electric current neces- 
sary to operate the lines must, first 
of all, be such that practically abso- 
lute dependence can be placed upon 
it 
For many years primary bat- 


teries furnished the only means of 
obtaining current for telegraph 
work, and in large offices, like those 
of New York, Chicago, etc., as tbe 
business expanded the question of 
battery space and maintenance even- 
tually became a very serious prob- 
lem. 
Tho necessity for a more sat- 


isfactory method of generating cur- 
rent in such offices was mot in the 
adaptation of tho dynamo to tele- 
graphic requirements. While dyna- 
mo plants at large stations have 
proved both efficient and economical 
and displaced thousands of cells oi 
primary battery, yet there are a 
very large number of places where 
it would not be economical to substi- 
tute a dynamo plant for batteries. 
In such tbe storage battery meats an 
ideal field of application, and that its 
advantages are fully recognized by 
the telegraph officials is evident 
from the fact that their USD in tele 
graphic work is increasing rapidly. 


Some idea of the growing impor- 


tance of tho storage battery in its re- 
lation to the telegraph may be ob- 
tained from a few figures. Up tc 
July, 1895, according to iir. Maurice 
Barnett in an article on the use oi 
storage batteries in telegraph work, 
3,116 storage cells of different ca- 
pacities were at tliat time doing the 
work which formerly required 20,- 
407 primary (gravity) culls to per- 
form. 
The original cost of tho bat- 


teries is given as 110,203.50 and that 
of the storage colls between $S,40C 
and $8, COO. After adding to the Lit-' 
ter figures the cost of the auxiliary 
apparatus necessary for the opera- 
tion of the storage battery plant the 
difference is still in favor of the stor- 
age battery. 


The advantages and economies are 


still farther increased by the large 
saving in space. Output for output 
tbe primary battery requires four tc 
six times more space than the stor- 
age battery aild space in most busy 
centers nowadays is easily resolved 
into its equivalent in dollars and 
cants. Another economy in favor 
of the storage battery plant is in tbe 
cost of maintenance. The primary 
battery, such as is used in telegraph 
vrork,is proverbially wasteful,yet its 
use bas been toloratod because noth- 
ing better had been put forward tc 
take its place until the advent of the 
motor dynamo and tho improved 
storage coll. The latter as manufac- 
tured today is a device far more re- 
.iable in service than formerly, and 
t is quite as much duo to tbe cer- 
;ainty that a given cell will supply n 
tlefraite output 
as to the more 


weighty economies above referred 
to that tbe storage battery is finding 
so much favor in this particular 
irftueb of olnctricsl industry,—Elec- 
trical World.

It will be seen from the foregoing table that, 


while dnring the 15 years of the period under 
consideration, including the years from ISK 
to li>S2, silver fell more than IS cents p«r ounce, 
or 14 per cent, wheat advanced ahout 2V« cents 
per bn.shel, or - per cent, and that, while dar- 
ing the last 00 days fiilver has fallen 4 cents ;in 
ounce, wheat, owing to deficient harvests in 
other countries, hua advanced from C4 to 7£ 
cents per bushel. 


It has never been asserted that the de- 


cline in silver following its demonetiza- 
tion was the sole cause of the constantly 
lower prices of wheat It wonld have 
been absurd to say that supply and de- 
•mand. or even Rpecnhition, had nothing 
to do with the market quotations. And 
it has been w ith due allowance for these 
influences that the advocates of the free 
coinage of silver have become convinced 
that the most important factor iu bring- 
ing about the depressed condition of the 
wheat market is tbe treatment silver 
has had at the hands of congress. In 
this belief they are not shaken by the 
flnrry in the speculative markets-at the 
present time. Such operators as Robert 
Lindblom of Chicago declare that if it in the 
were not for the depression dae to the j 
rise of gold, prices for wheat would be; 
very high this year. 


Professor Hyde's table shows that 


after silver was demonetized, and up to 
July 9, 1890, silver fell 48 per cent, 
while wheat fell 40 per cent. Silver was 
demonetized and tho demand for it fell 
off. 
Wheat was still in demand, at 


times with such strength as to keep its 
relative value away up, as iu the period 
from 1873 to 1&S2—not JS87, as Pro- 
fessor Hydo incorrectly suys. But ns 
soon as the demand reached its normal 
figure wheat values declined even inoro 
...rapidly than silver^ so that last July. 


WAS TOO SUCCESSFUL.

developed into a regular "gusher,' 
Tbe average pressure in the gas bell 
Is 230 pounds at present, but the new 
Tipton well showt, a pressure of 270 
This gives strength to the theory ad- 
vanced by many that the gas reser- 
voirs are conunually shifting, being 
followed in on the edges by oil
